SIGNIFICANT  ORGANIZATION  ACTIVITIES  (C) 


1*  (C)  During  the  reporting  period  remaining  elements  of  the  519th 

Military  Intelligence  Battalion  (FldA)  (Seoond  Increment)  closed  in-country, 
except  far  Packets  D-l-B  (Technical  Intelligence)  and  E-l-C  (Order  of  Battle) 
totalling  15  Off,  0  EM  (AGG  15)  and  33  Off ,  2  EM  (A GG  33)  personnel  respect¬ 
ively.  The  D-l-B  Packet  will  be  partially  filled  by  in-oountry  resources  with 
the  remainder  to  be  shipped  at  some  future  date.  The  E-l-C  Packet  is  expected 
to  close  in-country  in  early  December  1966.  The  Battalion  is  presently  orga¬ 
nized  as  depicted  in  Inclosure  #1. 

2.  (C)  A  draft  revision  of  TUSA  General  Order  #39 »  dated  25  January 

1966,  reorganizing  the  519th  Military  Intelligence  Battalion  (FldA),  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  two  (2)  parts  and  forwarded  to  Commanding  General,  Uhited  States 
Army,  Vietnam,  ATTN*  AVHGB-PA,  on  21  and  27  October  1966,  respectively. 

An  electrical  message  from  Commanding  General,  United  States  Amy,  Vietnam, 
to  Commander-In-Chief ,  United  States  Army,  Pacific,  recommended  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  519th  Military  Intelligence  Battalion  (FldA)  based  on 
the  aforementioned  draft  revision.  Until  this  proposed  reorganization  is 
effected,  the  primary  problem  faolng  the  Battalion  ooncems  utilization  of 
personnel  in  support  of  the  unit  mission  in  Vietnam.  A  solution  from  higher 
authority  may  be  forthcoming  prior  to  1  January  1967* 
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3.  (u)  The  Battalion  continued  to  function  primarily  in  an  adminis¬ 

trative  support  type  ro3e  by  providing  messing,  billeting,  training,  and  trans 
portation  for  assigned  personnel.  A  one-hundred  (100)  man  barracks  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  September  1966  and  another  is  under  construction.  The  Battalion 
engaged  in  weapons  familiarisation  firing  on  15 »  22,  and  27  August  1966. 

The  Battalion  S-2  and  S-3  sections  were  combined  on  15  August  1966  due  to  a 
consolidation  of  pperational  intelligence  functions  at  the  525th  Military 
Intelligence  Group,  the  parent  unit.

ITEM;  Authorization  of  Rifle,  7*62MM,  M-14,  for  Advisors. 


(U)  DISCUSSION*  There  are  many  G-2  advisors  from  this  unit  with  ARVN'  units. 
All  of  these  ARVN  units  are  using  the  Carbine ,  Cal  30,  as  their  basic  weapon. 
A  supply  of  ammunition  and  repair  parts  for  these  weapons  is  maintained  at 
;  the  unit  level.  The  basio  weapon  authorized  for  all  advisors  is  the  M-14, 
Rifle.  This  authorization  creates  a  supply  and  maintenance  problem  which 
seems  unnecessary*  The  problem  could  be  quite  easily  overoome. 


(U)  OBSERVATION:  The  present  practice  requires  resupply  of  ammunition  and 
repair  parts  from  this  organization.  This  entails  a  request  for  resupply 
from  the  advisors  and  subsequent  shipment  to  fill  the  request.  A  time  lag 
of  a  few  weeks  is  often  involved  in'  the  accomplishment  of  resupply.  USARV 
form  47 -R  was  submitted  on  22  November  1966  requesting  the  authorization  of 
the  carbines. 


(U)  ITEM:  Support  to  G-2  Advisor  Porsonnel. 

(U)  DISCUSSION  Oio  of  the  major  missions  of  this  organization  is  to  give 
limited  supply  support  to  G-2  advisors  at  Corps,  Division,  and  Sector  levels. 
Limited  support  includes  only  TCE  and  TA  50-901  authorizations.  Expendable 
supplies  and  PCS  typo  items  aro  presently  tho  responsibility  of  the  MACV 
supply  organization. 
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(tJ)  OBSERVATION*  The  supply  priority  of  the  519th  MI  Bn  is  based  primarily 
on  the  functions  supported  in  the  Saigon  area.  As  a  result  the  supplies  ur¬ 
gently  needed  to  support  the  "field"  organization  are  not  received  as  timely 
as  they  should  be.  In  addition,  supplies  received  at  the  organization  in 
Saigon  must  then  be  transhipped  out  to  the  using  activities.  Again  a  delay 
is  built  in.

(C)  ITEM;  Excessive  crowded  conditions  on  Compound  #1,  located  at  52/1 
/  Nguyen  Van  Hoc,  Gia  Dinh,  Saigon,  Vietnam  (Coordinates  XS  87069646) . 


(c)  HI SCUS SI CN r  The  facilities  and  utilities  of  this  compound  are  now  taxed 
to  full  capacity  due  to  the  number  of  personnel  billeted  there.  These  condit¬ 
ions  have  been  alleviated  to  some  degree  by  the  construction  of  new  barracks , 
however,  lack  of  space  precludes  expanding  current  facilities.  (A  request  has  , 
been  forwarded  through  channels  to  the  Commanding  General,  MACV,  requesting 
that  the  building  located  on  lot  #226-234,  Phunto  Hoa,  Gia  Dinh,  RVN,  be  leased 
for  utilization  by  Company  A,  this  battalion).  In  addition,  Compound  #1  is 
physically  located  too  far  from  supported  activities  necessitating  extensive 
bu3  travel,  a  loss  of  man  hours,  and  exposing  of  personnel  to  terrorist  acti¬ 
vities. 


(c)  OBSERVATION;  These  conditions  are  not  conductive  to  high  troop  morale 
and  overall  efficiency.

c.  Reference  Paragraph  2,  Section  II,  Part  II,  Page  3:  Under 
MILSTRIP,  assignment  of  requisition  priority  designator  is  a  function 
of  the  unit  commander  and  is  assigned  commensurate  with  unit  mission 
and  urgency  of  requirement. 

d.  Reference  Other,  Part  II,  Section  II,  Page  4:  Elements 
of  the  525th  Military  Intelligence  Group  and  135th  Military  Intelli¬ 
gence  Group  that  are  presently  located  in  Compound  1  are  scheduled  to 
be  relocated  out  of  the  Saigon  area  as  part  of  a  plan  to  reduce  the 
troop  strength  in  Saigon.
